Bighty-eight disorderly saloons, dance 
halls, and houses were annouced yesterday 
to the Committee of Fifteen by Samuel B.

A condition of affairs which Chief Justice 
Theodore Brentano described as “a sad 
commentary upon thé judiciaty of Cook 
county’ came to a focus yesterday when 
two more judges refused to preside over the 
trial of Daniel Donahoe, an attorney; Isaac 
Stiefel, a private detective, and Alleen Hepp- 
ner, accused of defaming Clarence 8. Funk. 
In the last few weeks seven judges have 
refused to hear the case, each declining to 
make public his reasons. Yesterday tiie case 
was shunted back an forth for hours be- 
tween the court rooms of Judge Brentano 
and Judges Walker and Tuthill, Judge Bren- 
tano, as chief justice of the criminal court, 
trying to find a judge for the case. and the 
other judges refusing to try it. 

After a first refusa! to hear the case, Judge 
Tuthill reconsidered and ordered it to trial. 
Immediately the attorney for the defense 
made application for a change of venue on 
the ground that Judge Tuthill was preju- 
diced. Judge Tuthil] denied being preju- 
diced, but granted the change of venue. 


Only Two Judges Left. 
As a@ last resort Judge Brentano made « 
persona! visit to Judges Dever and Pam, the 
only judges left of the Cook county judiciary 
who can be agreed upon to try the case.

Th work. of the 
investigators in the last four months, sum- 
marized, is investigation of 450 suspected 
places, closing twenty disorderly saloons and 
ninety-eight houses, and bringing about cor- 
rective measures in twenty-three more sa- 
loons. It is not asserted there are 141 fewer 
disorderly places as a result, for there is 
ready admission that some of the owners 
merely have moved to other sections of the 
city. It is asserted, however, there has been 
improvement. 

Also there have been nfty-five cases of 
crime, in twenty-seven of which there have 
been fines, imprisonments, or both, and*in 
fourteen others disposition to the federal gov- 
ernment, the grand jury, or the Criminal 
court. 


Publicity Weapon for Committee. 

It is made apparent the committee intends 
to use publicity as the principal means of clos- 
ing the resorts. It has found owners occu- 
pying.a fair position in society are willing to 
eject disorderly tenants rather than have it 
generally known they are countenancing 
misconduct in their own property. 

“ Some owners have acted so promptly and 
vigorously that it has left no doubt in my 
mind that they were innocent of all knowl- 
edge that their property was being used im- 
properly,”’ said Mr. Thrasher. ** Others ap- 
peared highly indignant and were reluctant 
to take action, giving one excuse after anoth- 
er for not ejecting their tenants. 

“One large real estate corporation has 
ejected twenty-eight tenanta who were keep- 
ing immoral places, another ousted eighteen 
and many others have taken vigorous ac- 
tion as a result of complaints by this com- 
mittee. One real estate owner writes: *In 
order to make sure that in future no undesir- 
able tenants will be located in my building 
{ have given instructions to tear the building 
down’ ; 

Difficult Problem Ahead, 
“We are confronted with a serious and 
dificult problem, but one which I fear is 
made too much of by those opposed to ‘the 
policy of elimination and who favor the policy 
of segregation. No one can more keenly ap- 
previate the consequences resulting from the 
exodus of prostitues from one section of the 
city only to settle down in more respecta- 
bie neighborhoods than I do, 
“It has been the policy of this committee 
to prevent this evil as far as possible in three 
ways. 
“First—By systematically following 
up all information which may lead to the 
Giacovery of new places which are opened 
by those who have been ejected by owners 
or by the police. 
“ Second—By. making it more difficult 
to lease property for illicit purposes by pub- 
lishing the names of the owners who inten- 
tionally of carelessly allow their property to 
be so used. ) 
“Third—By arousing respectable citi- 
zens to a point of codperation that they may 
notify the committee whenever any place in 
their neighborhood is opened for such im- 
tcoral purpose. 


Seeks to Arouse Sentiment. 

“If we can so thoroughly arouse respect- 
able citizens that they will notify the com- 
mittee of the presence of undesirables. we 
can pursue the policy already adopted, to the 
limit of our physical and financial ability 
and make it exceedingly difficult for keepers 
of houses of prostitution to find places where 
they will be safe from the hand of the law. 

“I believe we are making reasonable prog- 
ress in materially reducing the profits of 
the keepers and owners of these institutions. 
Determined and persistent effort along these

Jury Returns Open Verdict in 
Strange Case of “Million- 
aire Kid.” 


FATHER IS DISSATISFIED. 


An all night taxi ride, $70,000 in life insur- 
ance policies, and poison—these are the three 
elements in a story that was put up to a cor- 
oner’s jury yesterday afternoon. The jury 
was asked to determine by its verdict how 
young Bertram J. Bussiere came to his death. 
The jury listened to the evidence, retired to 
chambers, and after fruitiess debate report- 
ed that the case was too much for them. hey 
left it a mystery by returning an open ver- 
dict. 


The ‘‘Millionaire Kid.” 

Bussiere was widely known as the “ mil- 
lionaire kid.’ He made and lost money, 4!- 
ways as the result of business plunges. He 
was 25 years old. He was head of “ The 
Wheel of Fortune’’ company, manufactur- 
ers of auto truck wheels. He was former 
president of the Classified Ad company. 
He died in the presence of his wife after 
having been away all night. He returned at 
7 o'clock in the morning, half conscious. A 
coroner's postmortem indicated that death 
had been caused by a drug, either morphine 
or acetanalid, when or how administered it 
was impossible to tell. 


All Night in Cab. 

‘‘ He drove up in a taxicab,’ his wife testi- 
fied. *‘ He was ‘ dopy,’ and explained he had 
been out all night in the cab trailing a 
couple of lawyers. AsI recall, he said their 
names were Kaufman and Hopkins, one his 
lawyer and one the attorney for Dr, Ben- 
jamin E. Page of Highland Park, with whom 
he had been associated in business for the 
last two years. He said he had come across 
them in the Hotel Sherman and had trailed 
them all night. He mentioned his taxi bill 
was $40. = 

“T saw after a little that he was ill. I 
sent for a faith practitioner, Charlotte Ww. 
Becker, 4120 Ciarendon avenue. When she 
came Bert was unconscious and remained 
sv until his death that night.” 


Inquest Delayed Twice. 
The inquest was delayed to allow time for 
examination by the physicians and analysis. 
On Sept. 9 it was continued for two weeks 
in hope of getting some sort of evidence, 
particularly in tracing the taxicab which 
brought Bussiere to his fesidence at 1 
East Sixtieth street and finding his various 
friends who might have seen him during 
his all night ride. 
The only points learned were regarding 
his automobile trips. It was shown he and 
his chauffeur had been arrested several 
times during the first eight months of the 
year, and that the last time he had been in- 
formed he was not a proper person to drivea 
car. There was found record of a $50,000 guit 
against him by 4& Florida land dealer, who 
charged the spreading of injurious reports. 
Much of the testimony had to do with the 
young man's financial affairs. Dr. Page 
testified to having extended his former asso- 
ciate about $45,000. On realizing finally 
that there was danger of not recovering he 
had insisted on Bussiere’s insuring himself 
in his favor. Three policies, $50,000 accident 
and $20,000 life, were taken out a little over

GAYNOR WILL READ TO HEIRS: 
HOME ONLY LEFT TO WIDOW. 


If Document Is Latest Sons Get Over 
Half of Estate, Daughters the Rest— 
May Reach $2,000,000. 


New York, Sept. 23.—[Special.]—The will of 
Mayor William J. Gaynor was read to his 
family today by Michael Furst, the lawyer to 
whose custody Mr. Gaynor had intrugted it 
shortly before he decided to take the trip 
across the ocean in the course of which he 
died. , 

One of the considerations now most agitat- 
ing counsel for the family is whether the 
mayor made any later will. If he did, neither 
Mr. Furst. nor any immediate member of the 
family isaware of its existence. 

Should the document read to the family 
today prove to be the last will and testament 
of William Jay Gaynor, its contentg will be 
a surprise to many of the mayor's friends. 
According to its terms the entire estate of 
Mayor Gaynor, the value of which may reach 
$2,000,000 or more, is divided Into seven parts, 
of which Rufus and Norman Gaynor, the 
two sons, will recelve each two-sevenths, 
and the Misees Ruth, Marion, and Helen 
Gaynor, the three youngest daughters, each 
one-seventh. 

No monetary or other provision is made for 
Mrs. Gaynor, the widow, except that the 
town house at 20 Eighth avenue, Brooklyn, 
is bequeathed to her. Whether Mr. Gaynor 
had made adequate provision for her in hié 
lifetime could not -be learned today. 


‘ANGEL’ TO CO-EDS DISAPPEARS; 
GIRLS SAY THEY ARE SWINDLED. 


Miss Mabel Sturtevant Involved in 
Book Selling Deal in Which Young 
Women Lose $1,750. 


Sixteen co-eds at the School of Oratory 
at Northwestern university worked all of last 
summer selling cookbooks, They earned— 
on paper—$1,700. Two weeks ago they say 
they paid Miss Mabel Sturtevant, their em- 
ployer, $600 in advance for room and board 
at 614 Garfield place, Evanston. 

Three daye# ago six of the sixteen tearfully 
told Prof. R. B. Bennis of the school of ora- 
tory that they were broke, their prospective 
landlady had vanished, and, so far as they 
could discover, there was little hope of realiz- 
ing on the contracts under which they sold 
the books. The other ten said they had a 
few dollars left, but declared they aleo had 
lost considerable by. their plunge into book 
selling. 

Prof. Bennis had a werrant sworn out for 
the arrest of Miss Sturtevant. A policeman 
watched the house that night and the next 
morning Prof. Bennis interviewed Mise 
Sturtevant. As a result he decided to serve 
the paper later. The next day he called. 
Mises Sturtevant had vanished. She has not 
been seen in Evanston since. Her office in 
the McCormick building was closed yester- 
day.

Couple Separated for Year. 

Dr. Blake has been separated from his 
wife for more than a year, he living at his 
home, 108 East Sixty-fifth street and she 
living at $6 Bast Seventy-fifth street. 

Mr. Battle said Mrs. Blake had under ad- 
visement an action for legal separation from 
her husband, but it is understood that friends 
still have hopes of bringing them together 
again.

Hoyne Makes an Appearance. 

At 2 o’clock State’s Attorney Hoyne ap- 
peared in person. 

“At the suggestion made by your honor,” 
he said, “‘a list has been prepared of judges 
who are agreeable to the defense. This list 
includes Judges Kersten, Dever, and Pam in 
the order mentioned. As far as the state is 
eoncerned, we do not care who tries the case, 
but we think that the people are entitled toa 
fair trial. Nine judges——” 

““T know that—I know all about that,” said 
Judge Brentano. ‘‘ You have Judge Kersten 
on this list. This court is not going to brook 
any further delay unless the state’s attorney 
insists upon it. Judge Kersten is in the coun- 
try and will not be back until Nov. 1, if then. 
And also I know that he does not want to try 
this case.”’ 

“ Let us communicate with him,” suggested 
Attorney Simonton. “ Weare willing to wait 
for him to return.

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DECISION TODAY 
ON SULZER FUND 


New York Governor Makes 
Last Effort to Prevent 
Impeachment Trial. 


SCHIFF MAY BE WITNESS. 


Prosecution Ready to Summon 
Others Who Aided in Cam- 
paign Finance. 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 23.—After a day spent 
in listening to lengthy arguments the high 
court for the trial of the impeachment of 
Gov. William Sulzer adjourned tonight with- 
out having decided whether the impeached 
executive will have to answer charges in- 
volving the misuse of the funds contributed 
for his campaign last fall. It is expected, 
however, that the court will reach a decision 
early tomorrow. 

In event of the denial of the motion to strike 
out the three articles dealing with the cam- 
paign contributions the guns of the im- 
peached executive's legal battery will have 
been spiked, as far as the preliminaries are 
concerned, and the actual trial will begin. 

That counsel for the assembly managers 
are confident the court will not dismiss the 
three articles is evidenced by the fact taat 
they announced that Jacob H. Schiff, Abram 
I. Elkus, Henry Morganthau, and others 
who contributed to the Sulzer election fund 
} would be on hand tomorrow to testify. 


Sulzer Submits on One Point. 

Gov. Sulzer today submitted to the ruling 
of the high court that the assembly had the 
constitutional right to impeach him. This 
announcement was made at the opening of 
‘court by Judge D. Cady Herrick, chief coun- 
sel fom the impeached exeoutive, who said 
“The governor will bow to the will of the 
court, and will exercise none of the preroge- 
tives of his office pending the determination 
of the impeachment charges.”’ 

The preliminaries disposed of, the man- 
agers are planning to center their fight on 
the three articles—first, second, and sixth— 
having to do with the governor's campaign 
contributions and his alleged use of the 
funds in Wall street, if the court rules they 
may be considered. These charge perjury, 
fraud, and larceny. 

The managers expect to prove all three by 
the testimony of the same witnesses. 


Stand of Opposing Counsel. 

The principal contention of the governor's 
side in the argument today was that the acts 
specified in the three articles objected to 
were committed, if at all, while Sulzer was 
a private citizen. 

Their oponents argued that they were so 
intimately connected with the office that it 
would be impossible to separate them. 

‘““The managers here,’’ Mr. Brackett said, 
“ want to stand broadly upon the proposition 
that a4 man may be wholly unfit for governor 
of the Empire state some little time before 
he is really ripe for state's prison. The di- 
viding line between the two—between ripe- 
ness for the state’s prison and qualification 
for the governorship—is broader than that. 
“YT want to stand for the proposition that 
if it is at all within the power or jurisdiction 
of this court, or in any way competent, it 
should brush aside every contention that 
stands between ‘the governor of the state at 
the present time and his opportunity to come 
here and be cross examined, make a defense 
affirmatively, and demonstrate that he is a 
fit and clean man. It would be doing to Gov. 
Sulzer himself the greatest good that can 
come to him during the term for which he 


was elected.”’

New York Republicans Seek 
to End Evils Which Caused 
Chicago Breach. 


————— 


BARNES BEATEN IN FIGHT 


Platform Denounces New Cur- 
rency Bill as Being ‘‘Menace 
to the People.” 


New York, Sept. 23.—The Republicans of 
New York today declared in favor of chan- 
ging the party rules so that each state may 
determine its own method of choosing dele- 
gates to the national convention and so that 
states which give the big Republican plu- 
ralities shall have proportionately large 
power in selecting candidates for president. 
For this purpose the New York Republicans 
caf for a special national convention at an 


@ early date. 


The proposition caused a big struggle be- 
fore the committee on resolutions. There 
the issue was fought out with United States 
Senator Elihu Root, Henry L. Stimson, for- 
mer secretary of war, and Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia university, as 
chief supporters of the proposal, and Wil- 
liam Barnes Jr., national committeeman, as 
its strongest opponent. 

The resolution finally was approved after 
the original measure had been amended to 
recommend the retention of the congres- 
gional district as the basis of representation. 


Resolution Urging Reform. 
As adopted by the convention the resolu- 


tion read: 
“We instruct*the representative of the 


_ state of New York in the national commit- 


tee "to urge that a national convention be 
called as soon as practicable to change the 
party rules so as: 

“<(1) To provide that in the call for future 
national conventioris delegates are to be 
chosen in each state in the manner preferred 
by; the Republican voters in such states. 
We, however, urge the continuance of the 
congressional district as the basis of repre- 
semtation. 

‘*(2) To insure that representation in the 
national] conventions shall hereafter be based 
mofe nearly on the Republican vote actually 
cast in the several states and congressional 
districts, which just principle received the 
ung@himous support of the delegation from 
the state of New York at the national con- 
vention of 1908; and 

43) To amend the rules rélative to party 
procedure in such other respects as may be 
requisite.”’ 


A Nominations for Judges. 

The convention nominated William E. Wer- 
ner of Rochesfer, associate judge of the 
Court of Appeals, for chief judge, and Frank 
H..Hiscock of Syracuse for associate judge 
of the Court of Appeals. ° 

Judge Werner defeated State Senator 
Edgar T. Brackett for the nomination for 
chief judge by 447 votes to 151. Frederick 
E. Crane of Brooklyn, a Supreme court jus- 
tice, opposed Judge Hiscock, but was de- 
feated by a vote of 444 to 157. 

District Attorney Whitman was greeted 
with cries of “ our next governor "’ when he 
made an address dealing with the Sulzer 
case. : 
Condemns Judicia] Recall. 

The platform stands up strongly for the 
indépendence of the judiciary. The recall 
of 4udicial decisions and the recall of judges 

“denounced, and all attempts at ‘ judi- 
cial intimidation "’ are declared to be danger- 
ous,” 

The nomination of John Purroy Mitchel 
as fusion candidate for mayor of New York 
is indorsed. The election in the city is held 
to be in effect a state issue because it may 
mean the elimination of Tammany Hall. 

The Sulzer impeachment is not discussed, 
but Democratic government in the state is 
denounced as expensive and inefficient. The 
election law is condemyed on the same terms. 

The platform includes planks declaring 
the Democratic tariff program of doubtful 
benefit. The currency bill is denounced on 
ihe score that it inflates the currency of the 
country. 

Regarding currency legislation, the plat- 
form says: ; 

“We denounce the Democratic banking 
and currency bill as menacing the business 
interests of Phe country and as inimical to the 
interests of the whole people.”’

ROME FACED TESTS OF U. S. 


Senator Lewis, in History, Com- 


pares Two Republics. 


WARNS OF DEMAGOGUES. 


Difference in Wealth of People Also 
Seen as Peril. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Bept. 23.—[Special.]— 
Senator James Hamilton Lewis appéared 
today in the r6le of a historian. 

The senator has published a book entitled 
“Two Ureat Republice—Rome and the Unit- 
ed States."’ The volume comprises 304 pages 
and compares conditions recorded in Roman 
history with those existing in America today. 

“The five centuries of republican institu- 
tions on the banks of the Tiber still remain 
the richest quarry to which the student of 
republican governments is able to resort for 
his material,’’ Mr. Lewis says, “and the 
greatest resemblance to the existing condi- 
tions in the United States, both as to the 
character of the politics and the nature of 
the problems, is to be found in the great 
Roman republic of 2,000 years ago.”’ 


Points Three Great Perils. 

Three great evils, Senator Lewis points 
out, led to the downfall of the Roman repub- 
lic. The great inequalities of wealth, the 
influence of a class of demagogues possessed 
of a knowledge of human nature and en- 
dowed with skill in the management of men, 
yet entirely lacking: in principle, patriotism, 
or any sense of public obligation, and the 
absence of any system of representative or- 
ganization in the Roman government. | 

“The first two of these evils,’ Senator 
Lewis says, ‘“‘are to be found in the Amer- 
ican republic of today; the last of the three 
was a disadvantage suffered by Rome but 
outgrown by modern republics.’’ 

After tracing the principal events in Ro- 
man history, from the point of view of world 
development, Senator Lewis concludes: 

‘*“Not only in great but also in smaller 
things we see the ever recurring resem- 
blances between Roman and American con- 
dition. Cicero's complaint, ‘ Let me tell you 
that there is no class of people so harassed 
by every kind of unreasonable difficulty as 
candidates for office,” finds a responsive 
chord in every American politician. 


Slaps “Unscrupulous Demagogue,” 

“ The impossibility of voters being able to 
discriminate between the reformer and the 
unscrupulous demagogue is shown time and 
again in the political history both of Rome 
and the United States. There has always 
been a class of politicians without character, 
without honesty, without any pretense of 
truthfulness, without any ability of a kind to 
be of value to the public, but possessed of an 
almost superhuman ability to deceive the 
public and to advertise themselves. Ex- 
amples of this class may be found in Roman 
history in such men as Carbo and Cesar; 
striking exdmples in recent American his- 
tory will readily occur to every one. 

* Political expenditures in the latter days 
of the Roman republic had become an even 
greater evil than in the case of the United 
States today. Itisinteresting, though alarm- 
ing, to note that, the greater political*free- 
dom became at Rome, the greater became the 
amount of political expenditures and the 
greater the power of money in elections. A 
similar alarming phenomenon has recently 
been noticed in this country in the greater in- 
crease of political expenditures which have 
followed the introduction of the direct pri- 
mary and the consequent greater difficulties 
of the candidates for office not possessed ofa 


large fortune.”’

DUNNE T0 DECIDE 
ON FEDERAL JOBS 


Patronage Turned Over to the 
Governor to Force Pro- 
gTessive Legislation. 


PLANS SPECIAL SESSION. 


May Whip Legislators in Line 
for I. and R.; Lewis Will 
Lend Support. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—[Special.]— 
Federal patronage in Illinois will be turned 
over to Gov. Dunne to foree refractory legis- 
lators into line for progressive legislation. 

It is stated here on good authority that 
Gcv. Dunne will soon issue a call for a spe- 
ciel session of the state legislature to pass 
the initiative and referendum laws and to 
abolish the state board of equalization. 

A number of Democratic members of the 
state legislature, who are candidates for 
federal offices, are objecting to the calling of 
this session, and if called will probably vote 
against the governor's proposition unless he 
has some club with which to force them into 
line. 

Senator Lewis, 
fights, ia willing to furnish the club. This 
fact was made certain today when Senator 
Lewis asked the secretary of the treasury 
to depose 8S. M. Fitch, collector of internal 
revenue; John C. Ames, collector of customs, 
and Louis K. Torbet, naval officer. 


Lewis Will Support Dunne. 

Senator Lewis said he had not decided upon 
the persons he would recommend for these 
places, but after the sécretary acts upon 
his request he will confer with Gov. Dunne 
on the matter. He intimated that the gov- 
ernor would have the full say. 

Another indication of the purpose of the 
senator to give the govérnor a leverage on 
the state legisiature was his refusal to in- 
dorse Fred Griesheimer of Chicago for the 
position of appraiser of customs at Chicago. 
Griesheimer is now in Washington with in- 
dorsements from a large number of Jewish 
leaders for whatever position the Democrats 
intend to award to the Jewish element. He 
asked particularly for the appraisership, but 
Senator Lewis intimated that he was holding 
this position for the governor's disposal. 

Senator Lewis called upon Secretary Mc- 
Adoo today to present the name of Joseph P. 
Durkin of Peoria for the position of collector 
of internal revenue. 


McAdoo Turns Down Candidate. 
Secretary McAdoo intimated to Senator 
Lewis that Mr. Durkin would not be accept- 
able for the position and asked the senator to 
confer with those who had recommended his 
appointment with reference to the selection 
of some other man. 

Senator Lewis presented Durkin’s name on 
the recommendation of H. M. Pindell, a Peo- 
ria publisher. Mr. Pindell was offered the po- 
sition by President Wilson several months 
ago and declined it then, Because the presi- 
dent offered it to him, Senator Lewis felt that 
he should recommend a man indorsed by Mr. 
Pindell for the place. 

There has been a hot fight on for the Peoria 
collectorship, and Durkin was broughtin the 
race at the last moment in order to defeat E. 
DID. McCabe, who had the indorsement of Rep- 
resentative Stone. Mr. Pindell is thought to 
be friendly to McCabe, and ff the depart- 
mental objections to Mr. Durkin prevail he 
may join the congressman in indorsing him. 


Vopicka Qualifies as Envoy. 

Charles J. Vopicka,. a Chicago brewer, 
qualified today as minister to Bulgaria. He 
will return to Chicago on Thursday, where 
he will settle up his affairs preparatory to 
soiling for his new post on Oct. 21. He will 
spend several days in Washington in the 
diplomatic school of instruction before sail- 
ing.

Pontiac, lll., Sept. 23.—[Special.]—Formal 
charges of cruelty to inmates were ordered 
tonight by the board of managers of the 
state reformatory against Dr. J. A. Marshall, 
physician of the institution for twelve years. 

The board is in a quandary as to the pro- 
cedure. Its intention is to suspend Dr. Mar- 
shall at the earliest moment and to separate 
him permanently from the place as soon 
as possible. : 

It does not now know whether it has the 
right to take summary action under the 
statute creating the board of managers of 
the reformatory or whether the accusations 
will have to be filed with the state civil 
service commission. 

Attorney General Patrick J. Lucey is inves- 
tigating the contradictory sections of the two 
laws tonight. The board of managers will 
be governed by his judgment. | 


Letters Given as Evidence, 

The first indication of definite attack direct- 
ed at former Superintendent Russell came in 
the introduction in ¢vidence of a series of 
letters taken from the institution's files, 
tending to show that an arrangement was 
made between the management and the 
Western Fiber Reed company in 1918 for 
the rearrangement of the school terms so 
that a full force of boys could be used in the 
chair factory during “‘ rush " months. 

The firet letter was from F. N. Farnham, 
representing the Western Fiber Reed com- 
pany, to Russell, saying the company had the 
chance to sign @ contract totaling between 
$10,000 and $15,000, but that the company did 
not want to take a chance unless the reforma- 
tory could give assurance that the work could 
be produced. He sugges:ed that the school 
terms might be changed around. Later let- 
ters showed this was done. 


Subpeena for All Employes, 

The board of managers today directed a 
general subpoena to be issued to all of the 
officers, teachers, guards, nurses, and at- 
taches of the institution to appear before 
the board, beginning tomorrow at noon, to 
give their version of the stories which have 
been told by the inmates. There were 
twenty-six 6f the boys on the stand today, 
bringing the total to more than 100. Thirty 
more will be heard in the morning, 'cover- 
ing practically one-fourth of the popula- 
tion of the institution. 

The twenty-six inmates who told their 
stories before the managers included Harry 
Freund and Victor Woler of Chicago. The 
bulk of the stories did not vary much from 
those told by the witnesses last week, They 
were accusations of wholesale cruelty, whip- 
pings, and beatings for minor offenses.

The high cost of beef and the “gaunt 
specter of a beef famine "’ now confronting 
this country would be averted if the United 
States acquired the tract, it was stated. 

Other subjects, bearing on the reasons for 
the beef shortage, which were discussed by 
the packers and refrigeration men were the 
“wastefulness of Arnericans, both in the 
house and packing house "’: incompetency 
and ignorance of government officials, and 
inefficient railroad transportation. 


Talks on ‘Future Meat Supply.” 

Northern Mexico and iis possibii:ties asa 
cattle breeding ground under American own- 
ership was brought before the packers by 
James E. Poole, editor of the Live Stock 
World. His topic was *-The Future Meat 
Supply of North America.” 


» *“* When will meat be cheap again?’ is the 


popular clamor,’’ said Mr. Poole. ‘* The puz- 
gle is not calculated to tax the ingenuity ofa 
Philadeiphia lawyer. Meat never will be 
cheap again in the sense that it has been in- 
axpempive. 

“ Theorists awa exploited the illusion that 
gomewhere on the distant horizon—South 
America, Australia, Africa, or Siberia—an 
avalanche of beef and mutton is awaiting the 


free trade era, but their day of discredit is 


not far distant. From whence, then, must 
the future supply of meat come”? 

“The only logical source is domestic ‘pro- 
auction, supplemented by that of Mexico and 
Canada. Mexico contains the best undevel- 
oped cattle breeding ground in the world. 
Much of its area is naturally pastoral.”

Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—(Special.]— 
The department of agriculture today made 
public an extensive program by which it 
hopes to increase the American meat supply. 
The department will recommend and foster 
the following: 

1. The establishment of municipal ab- 
attoirs throughout the country. 

2, The raising of stock by small farm- 
ers. 

8. The formation of coBperative live 
stock associations by the farmers of New 
England, the south Atlantic states, and 
the middle west. 

4. The formation of boys’ pig clubs, 
similar to the boys’ corn clubs, which 
the. department has been fostering for 
several years. 

The beef situation is regarded as serious 
by congress, as well as the department of 
agriculture, and one of the first items of 
legislation which will be rushed through at 
the regular session will be the Smith-Lever 
agricultural extension bill. 


Must Aid Small Farmers. 

The enactment of this Dill into law will do 
much to encourage the raising of beef cattle 
by the small farmer, according to Represen- 
ative Lever of South Caroline, chairman of 
the house committee on agriculture. 

Secretary Houston appéared before the 
Lever committee today and said that the 
only way in which the beef supply can bein- 
creased is to encourage the raising of cattle 
by the small farmers. He said the reason 
the smail sarmer does not raise cattle now is 
that he does not regard it as profitable as 
raising crops. 

The department of agriculture and the 
agricultural colleges of the country have 
much information to wipe out this belief of 
the farmer, and the passage of the Lever 
bill, according to the secretary, will place 
this information at the use of the farmer 
through departmental and collegiate ex- 
perts. 

City Abattoirs. Needed. 

Assistant Secretary Galloway also ap- 
peared at the hearing. Later he said the so- 
lution of the meat problem lies in the estab- 
lishment of municipal abattoirs.

‘NEW HAVEN HEADS 10 BLAM 


Commerce Body Holds Manhent 
ment Responsible for Wreck. 


FINDINGS PUBLIC TODAY. 


Report Urges Granting of Authority 
to Safeguard Passengers. 


(‘BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—[Special/}. 
Besides severely arraigning the old manage- 
ment of the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad and partially blaming the direc- 
tors of the road for permitting the condi- 
tlons which were responsible for the latest 
wreck, the interstate commerce comsnission 
in its report to be made public tomorrow, will 
recommend that it be given authority to as- 
sure safety for interstate passengers. 

The report will charge that the wreck 
was inexcusable and occurred because rec- 
ommendations made by the commission as a 
result of previous wrecks were deliberately 
ignored. Notwithstanding carelessness and 
disobedience of orders on the part of spb- 
ordinate officials, the men “ higher up” will 
be held responsible for failure to take their 
duties seriously enough, except in so far 

as they have related to problems of ~— 
lat expenditure. 

The directors, it is charged, have failed de 
devote the proper attention to the physical 
operation of the road, leaving this matter al- 
together in the hands of subordinates. 


Commission May Regulate Speed. 

Commissioner McChord, who has prepared 
the report, will ask congress for authority 
to regulate the speed of passenger traing, as 
originally proposed by Tugs CHICAGO TRIB- 
UND, to prescribe standards of equipment 
and safety devices, and to take other radical 
steps in the way of extended federal regula- 
tion. 

In this connection Mr. McChord wrote the 
following letter to Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield today: 

“The interstate commerce commission 
has recommended that legislation be enacted 
requiring the use of modern steel equipment 
in passenger train service. The exceedingly 
great number of fatalities resulting from 
rear end collisions, the trains involved, which 
have been composed of wooden equipment, 
has brought this matter very prominently to 
the attention of congress and legislation will 
undoubtedly be enacted requiring the use of 
modern steel equipment. 


Wants Study of Steel Cars. 

“‘ This will probably result in steel car man- 
ufacturers being overcrowded with orders, 
and in their desire to fill them with the jeast 
possible delay they may not build cars of the 
gredtest possible strength. On this account 
the commission is apprehensive that, unless 
some study is made of steel car construction, 
in a few years we will be confronted with 
conditions similar to those which now con- 
front us in the matter of defective weeele 
and rails.” 

The commission urges an iaenadibile in- 
vestigation by the bureau of standards into 
steel car construction.

his home in Brooklyn. He was known on 
both sides of the Atlantic as one of the fore- 
most champions of the Irish cause. 

In England he had been | regarded for a 
generation and more as the personification 
of Irish opposition to English rule. In the 
United States he took an important part in 
American politics. Under his leadership 
thousands of voters in 1884 broke away from 
the Democratic party and cast their bal- 
lots for Blaine. 

How Burchard’s * Rum, Romanism, and 
Rebellion "’ saved the day for the Demo- 
cratic party is a matter of history. 

James G. Blaine, who was a close friend 
of Ford, in a@ published letter made a hand- 
some acknowledgment of his services. 


Fought Irish Landlordism. 

While doing this work on this side of the 
Atlantic Ford was inspiring his countrymen 
in Ireland with his own irreconcilable hoe- 
tility to Irish landlordism. Gladstone in a 
speech delivered in the house of commons 
on April 18, 1882, declared “‘ but for the work 
the Irish World is doing with the money it is 
sending across the ocean there would be no 
agitation in Ireland.’’ 

Born in Galway, Ireland, April 12, 1837, 
Ford emigrated to America with his par- 


ents in 1846. Boston was the field of his 


early activities. 


Began Career Under Garrison. 
As a boy Ford was employed in the print- 


ing office of William Lloyd Garrison, editor | 


and publisher of The Liberator. In 1855 he 
began his journalistic career by writing for 
the Boston newspapers. 

In 1860 Ford was the editor and publisher of 
the Boston Sunday Times.

Dunne of Illinois and Cox of Ohio 
Ur®e Bettering Rural 
Conditions. 


Plano, Ill., Sept. 23.—[Special.])—James 
Cox, the farmer governor of Ohio. and Gov. 
Dunne of Illinois were the star performers 
at the opening /seasion of the farmers’ na- 
tional congress this afternoon. 

The two farmer governors were greeted by 
@n audience which overflowed the 38,000 
capacity of the big tent, and their advice to 
the real farmers present wee greeted with 
enthusiastic applause. 

Hundreds of delegates poured into the little 
gity of Plano on the morning trains dnd auto- 
mobiles packed the main streets from the sur- 
rounding country. The excellent advance 
arrangements enabled the viaitors to be com- 
fortably cared for, but the homes of Plano are 
packed with farmers and their wives and 
more are arriving tonight. 


Dunne Tells Needs of Illinois. 

Gov. Dunne, after pointing out the agricul- 
tural supremacy of Illinois, reviewed some 
of the things yet to be accomplished if that 
supremacy is to be retained. He declared the 
country population of Iilinois is decreasing 
and that the drift to the city menaces the 
vitality of the state and its institutions. 

He emphasized the decline of agriculture by 
declaring that in Germany on land that has 
been farmed for a thousand years the yield 
of wheat is nearly twice as much per acre 
a® in Illinois on vastly superior soil. 

Both governors laid spectal eee on 


the problems of soil fertility, good inde and 
better country schools, and made good with 
the grangers by pledging themselves to push 
measures for the betterment of country life. 


Cox Stands Up for Ohio. 

Gov. Cox, known to all Ohio as “ Fighting 
Jimmy,’’ captured the farmers by going at 
their economic troubles in hammer and tongs 
style and pointing out many practical things 
which he declares are already under way in 

Ohio. 

One of these troubles is the rural school gur- 
vey which reveals that hundreds of country 
schools in Ohio have less than five pupils and 
that not only the country school but the 
country churches are disappearing. He af- 
firmed that the restoration of these two com- 
munity factors in modernized form lies at the 
foundation of the salvation of the country 
community. 

He spoke at some length of the new policy 
of convict labor in Ohio under which hun- 
dreds of convicts are making brick on state 
lands for the building of a paved road from 
the Ohio river to the Indiana line, and asked 
the codperation of Illinois in extending the 
old national highway to the Mississippi.

A MOMENT OF CALM. 

Mr. O'’Laugblin’s analysis (in his dis- 
patch of Sunday) of the president's meth- 
od of party discipline squares with the 
most favorable estimates of Mr: Wilson’s 
leadership, and with the chief observable 
facts. This discipline does not rest upon 
the distribution of jobs nor upon the with- 
helding of them. There is no question 
that the president has been under the 
heaviest pressure to let the long starved 
Democratic donkey into the clover field 
of patronage and that a good deal of bit- 
terness exists because he has shown his 
respect for civil service principles is: gen- 
uine and practical, not for platform pur 
poses only. 

The pressure brought by Mr. Wilson 
on the leaders in congress and the rank 
and file which has smothered serious re- 
volt throughout tariff revision and is 
keeping them well in line for the cur- 
rency bill is his insistence upon the ne- 
reessity of making good before the next 
‘congressional election. In this he is as- 
sisted by the fact that the political re- 
sults of Mr. Taft's handling of revision 
and of the insolent evasion of the Repub- 
lican standpat leaders are fresh in mind. 
Many years of power had made Repub- 
lican mandarins reckless. Unwonted suc- 
cess makés Democratic tacticians cautious 
and compliant. 

Besides, tariff revision downward had 
become virtually a unanimous demand, 
raised above party. No politician not 
mad would dare defy it. Currency re- 
form is another nonpartisan problem, 
and, as to our international controver- 
sies, a wise tradition protects them from 
reputable partisan use. 

Thus far, therefore, the president has 
had a smooth sea and favoring wind. 
Zhns far the subject matter of his ac- 
womplishtients has been, if not noncon- 
rroversiai, at least nonpartisan, and the 
Opposition bas been divided with no sharp 
issues to crystallize policy or inspire en- 
ergetic action, 

This cannot last. In the list of sub- 
jects to be taken up at the regular ses- 
sion are many which are nonpartisan and 
unlikely to develop serious partisan op- 
Position, such as conservation, civil and 
Criminal law reform, emplorés’ compen- 
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—in the hands ofthat fraud's beneficiaries, 
which maneuver was defeated by the per- 
spicacity of Judge Jesse Baldwin, in whose 
custody the evidence was. The evidence 
was turned over to the special grand jury 
appointed by Judge Cooper and to Special 
State's Attorney Northup. 

Resulting from this, indictments have 
been voted against men in close relation 
with the public officials who have used their 
power to prevent investigation.

County Commissioners McCormick, Gard, 
Coonley, Mitchell,- Moriarty, Board, and 
Anderson have been making an even fight 
for honesty in the conduct of the county's 
affairs. 

Trustees: Clark and Paullin have been 
fighting with their backs to the wall against 
the wholesale plunder of the sanitary dis- 
trict. 

The time has come for the people to 
pul] themselves together for a space; to 
drop their differences of opinion and per- 
sonal ambition; to unite against this crime 
breeding, crime supporting, and crime con- 
cealing cabal that has fastened its grip 
upon the community. 

For let it be well understood that if the 
evidence of last November's stolen election 
comes again into the control of the beue- 
ficiaries of that robbery, it will be promptly 
destroyed, and an organization comprising 
the election machinery and the prosecuting

TAKES NEARLY 8 HOURS.

BIZERTA, Tunis, Sept. 23.—Roland @G/! 
Garros, the French aviator, today flew 558 
miles across the Mediterranean, from St. 
liaphael, France, to this city, the most 
northern seaport of Tunis. His time was 
7 hours and 58 minutes. He started at 5:52 
a. m. and reached here at 1:45 p. m. 

The flight of Garros is the longest oversea 
journey ever made in an aeroplane. 

The aviator refused to accept the advice 
offered him that he should affix floaters to 
his aeroplane as a precaution in case he 
should be forced to descend on the water. 
He also declined the offer made by the 
French naval authorities to station torpedo 
boat destroyers at intervals along his route 
from France to Tunis. 

The flight is regarded by aviators and mili- 
tary men as an amazing performance of 
mmotor, aeroplane, and airman.

@ set of six for 560 cents. That maybe doesn’t 
sound like q large profit, but it is large 
enough for me, and I have been able to take 
quite a number of orders because they are 
so reasonable.”

Woman's Place Not Home. 


HICAGO suffragists who think they are 

somewhat radical in their ideas yesterday 

found a foreign suffragist—not an English 

militant—just a bit more radical. This 

| one believes ‘that the “ woman’s-place-is- 

in-the-home” idea is all. a mistake. The chil- 

dren, she believes, get along just as well with a 
trained nurse as with’a loving mother, 

She is Dr. Clara Plohn of Berlin, representing 
a number of German papers at the refrigeration 
congress. She is at the Hotel La Salle and vis- 
ited the suffrage headquarters yesterday. 

She is a graduate of universities in Berlin and 
Vienna, has two children, and she practices what 
she preaches. She puts ‘her children, one 4 
months old and the'‘other 1 year and 7 months, 
in a baby home, an institution not common in 
the United States. but useii more or less abroad. 
Then she “covers” conventions in various parts 
of the world.

“I can’t seé that it's necessary for a woman 
to remain at home with her children,” she told 
the Chicago suffragists. “I am devoted to my 
babies and I see that they receive the best of 
‘care. When I am away, ich is about six 
months of the year, I put the children in a baby 
home, where they get: proper food and a trained 
nurse’s attention. My husband goes to see them 
frequently. He remains in Berlin. 

*I have heard learned doctors say that women 
in professions hag got to stop—that women are 
absorbing men’s work, I do not believe it will 
stop. Women will have to go into professions 
to help their husbands make a living. There 
will be more baby homes than ever. You will 
soon have them in America, homes where babies 
cah go for months and receive the best attention 
while mothers are away working.

There is no mention here of the fact that 
tomatoes, when cooked over a gas burner, 
quickly catch on fire, often long before they 
are cooked, A thick iron cover may be used 
under the kettle on a slow fire, but on the 
whole it is better to pay &trict attention to 
this business of the cooking, stirring the to- 
matoes frequently, or constantly, if there is 
any chance of burning because of the char- 
acter of the kettle used or for any other 
reason. 

Tomatoes .should be thoroughly cooked: 
therefore it is almost impossible to keep them 
whole, however desifable it may be to have 
them in this shape for winter salads. As they 
cook quickly, it is not great hardship to stand 
over them for the most of the time while they 
are cooking, and it is the safer way.

Though people rarely tire of tomato in salad, 
the constant use of them~in this way is a trifle 
easy-going. Fried tomatoes are palatable, and

To the purée of the can may be added meat 
stock: to give it quantity, cracker crumbs to 
give substance, shredded onions fried in butter 
to give it savor, the whole a quickly made 
and gratifying soup. 

The purée, strained, is excellent for many 
sauces. It has been said of the Italians that 
they have but one sauce, since in certain por- 
tiong of Italy the tomato or tomato paste 
flavors or disguises almost everything that is 
savory. To have this flavoring the year 
around represents a patient thrift of a sort 
almost forgotten among us, a preserving of 
the tomato by long cooking and drying in 
the sun, 

Such methods are interesting but imprac- 
tical nowadays for us. Besides, the reducing 
of the tomato to a mere flavoring material, 
while giving it a most convenient form, does 
not leave it so that it can be used by itself as 
a vegetable, as the canning does.

Better Football in Real Games. 

The players always play better football 
against an invading eleven than they would 
against a.scrub or second eleven. In most 
cases the scrubs know the varsity signals 
and plays and they shift to meet a certain 
attack denoted by the signal. In this way 
the first team does not derive the benefits that 
it does in an actual battle. 

Although the smaller college elevens ex- 
pect to be beaten by the larger institution 


teams, the players on both teams have opportu- 
nities to learn many points which they would not 
pick up In a serimmage practice. When a player 
makes a mistake in an actual game his fault be- 
comes stamped on his mind and the chances are 
he never will make such an error again, whereas 
if the mistake were made in practice he would 
mot take [t as seriously. 


May Gain Line on Yale Today. 


An idea of the strength of O14 Eli will be known 
after today’s battle, which wil! be a test for Yale's 
game on Saturday with the strong Holy Cross 
eleven.

“You perhaps would be surprised to 
learn,” he said, “‘ that one sixth of the total 
automobile population of Chicago has been 
tried in the Speeders’ court within nine 
months. The trouble lies in the fact that all 
speed rates are fixed by state legislation and 
the city council has no absolute power to 
create their own regulations. 

“ would advise that members of the 

safety commission and members of the City 
club organize a lobby to put through certain 
laws in regard to the operation of motor 
vehicles. At present the law regarding 
speed says no man can drive at a rate of 
speed which endangers the life and safety 
of others. That is an elastic rate statute. 
“*T believe the speed for motor vehicles in 
Chicago should be 15 miles an hour, and 10 
rmoiles within the business district. The speed 
maniac is responsible for many deaths, On 
only a few occksions haye good reasons been 
offered for speeding. 


Points to Discrimination, 

“The recommendation that licenses be 
taken away from chauffeurs guilty of viola- 
tions of the speed regulations is a discrim- 
ination on the part of the wealthy automoDile 
owners. No owner should be allowed to run 
his machine in the city streets unless he has 
passed a chauffeur’s examination. 

‘‘T am glad to note the glaring headlight 
situation noticeably has grown better with- 
in the last sixty days.’

HOYNE DETECTIVE ARRESTED 
FOR ASSAULT ON A NEWSBOY. 


| Thomas Flanigan Taken ss He Leaves 
| Rooms of Trial Board—Faces Also 
| $10,000 Damage Suit. 


Detective Thomas Flanigan of State’s At- 
torney Hoyne’s personal staff was arresied 
yestetrday in the offices of the civil service 
commission on charges of assault and bat- 
tery. 

James Arriva, a newsboy living at 640 
North Rockwell street was the complajnant. 
He alleged Flanigan assaulted him on July 29, 
when Flanigan and Detective James Carlin 
were bringing Charles Schartenberg, an em- 
ployé of THe TRIBUNE, to Chicago after hav- 
ing kidnaped the man and his wife in Michi- 
gan by means of a false warrant. 

The warrant for Flanigan's arrest was is- 
sued on Aug. 5 and was given to Detectives 
Fee and Miller to serve. It was not until 
yesterday that they were able to “ locate’ 
Flanigan, who as since been indicted with 
Carlin in Michigan for the kidnaping. 

Flanigan earlier in the day appeared be- 
fore the civil service board to answer charges 
growing out of his assault on the newsboy. 
State’s Attorney Hoyne, who appeared as 
counsel for the detective, obtained a contin- 
uance until the matter in Michigan has been 
disposed of. It has been set for trial at Grand 
Haven for Nov. 1. 

As he was leaving the board room Flanigan 
was arrested by Detective Miller and a mo- 
ment later was served with a summons in a 
suit for $10,000 damages filed in the Superior 
court by the newsboy, who was severely in- 
jured. 

Flanigan was taken to detective headquar-

| Federal investigation ef the number of 
persons in Chicago and surrouncing terri- 
tory who will be affected by the proposed in- 
come tax law places the numiber at 12,710, 
divided as follows: 
12.000 will pay 1 per cent on in- 
comes o/] $3,000 te $20,000, 
500 will pay 2 per cent on tncomes 
of $20,000 to $50,000, 
175 will pay 3 per cent on incomes 
of $50,000 to $100,000, 
35 will pay 4 or 7 per cent on ia- 
comes exceeding 4§100,000 yearly. 
587,290 (approximately) wage eara- 
ers will pay no income tax. 

These figures represent the rough estimate, 
vf Frank E. Hemsatreet, chief deputy col- 
lector in the Internal revenue office for the 
Chicago district, prepared on orders from 
Washington for use by the congressional 
conference committee. The house bill pro- 
vided a 4 per cent tax for those whose in- 
comes exceed $100,000 annually, but this was 
‘changed by the senate to 7 per cent. The 
taxes on lesser incomes remained the same. 


Admits Figures Are Inaccurate. 

Mr. Hemstreet admits his estimate “ is lit- 
tle more than a guess’ and blames the 
dearth of figures available for the lack of 
present accuracy. 

* The time I_have found to work on the 
subject has been limited,’ Mr. Hemstreet 
said. ‘‘ But what has surprised me most 
is the unavailability of figures on the sub- 
| ject. The matter of finding out what are 
| the profits of corporations and businesses 
| is a comparatively simpie matter. but on

looking into the question of personal in- 
comes there has been nothing to which I 
bave been able to refer which has given me 
aaything except the most fragmentary in- 
formation. 

“Of the large corporations I have written 
to asking them to state the number of their 
employés and the géne:al cliassitii:acions into 
which their salaries fall, and the number of 
employés in each classification, ail have 
responded promptly with the information 
I eve desired. The figures I have obtained 
have been to me matters of great interest, 
but as yet I cannot make them public nor 
rame the corporations which have submitted 
Cxures, 


Banks Pay Best Salaries. 

“One of the interesting th.ngs that the 
statistics have developed is that in pro- 
portion to the number of persons employed, 
banks pay more relatively high salaries than 
any other of the commercial occupations 
in which tists have so far been submitted.” 

The Illinois Manufacturers’ associatson an- 
nounces that it will challenge such federal 
investigations into corporations by a test 
suit in court. Such a legal move, it is 
thought, would lead to a distinct interpre- 
tation of the government's right to dictate 
salaries and methods of bookkeeping as 
part of the collection of the corporation tax. 

This test case is also expected to decide 
whether a business man will be taxed on 
his income and bus.ness, that is, pay a dou- 
ble tax on practically the same producing 
source,

ers’ assoc'ation will bring the matter to 
the attention of the directors, either at the 


reguiar meeting early in October or a spe- 


cial meeting. 


Two Inspectors Overruled. 

An Official of one of the iarge corpora- 
tions of the city told of two attempts of fed. 
eral inspectors to regulate its business. 
When the matters were taken before the 
commissioner of intermal revenue the im- 
vestigators were overruled. 


“In one of these cases."' said the corpora- 
tion official In question, *‘ the government, 
had the Investigator’s contention been up- 
held, would have received no more taxes but 
would have upset what !« recognized as the 
best and fairest method of bookkeeping. The 
other Incident would have struck at one of the 
best features of modern industrial orgeaniza- 
tion—the bonus s)stem. 

“In the first case the investigators de- 
clined to accept deductions on account of bed 
debts where the debts were not actueily 
charged off on the books. The charging off 
of bad debts does not necessarily mean that 
the debts are regarded as total! losses. In our 
case there was a reserve fund for bad debta, 
In other words, an estimate of what value 
might be expected to accrue in the future 
from those debts. Suppose the bad debts 
aproximated $1,000,000 and the reserve was 
figured at $20 000 We were ordered to 
charge off all bad deb:s or not be able to 
deduct the $20,000. This view was over 
ruled. 

“Our organization has a bonus system 
which the government men viewed as a gift 
proposition and not a part of the scheme 
of business. Members of the selling force 
were paic a percéntage on sales, say. but that 
plan would not govern other departments 
where no such percentage could be figured 
and merit only entered into consideration. 
In this case, also, the investigators were 


overruled.’’

Hungary—The weather is more favorable for 
corn, it being clear and warmer and the outlook 
for this crop ig more hopeful. a 

India—There are no reports of-rain in the 
droughty regions and wheat is held very firmly. 

Australia—Our agent cables that the recent rains 
have raised the crop prospects 10 per cent.

But from the manner in which Union Pacific 
stock took this disappointment, it appeared that 
Wall street had in nowise abandoned its idea that 
there is to bea distribution, The stock did weaken 
elightly after a spurt in the morning hours, but at 
the close showed only a trifling net loss for the 
day. It was stated that after the close of the reg- 
ular meeting members of the executive committee 
met informally and the financial district jumped 
to the conclusion that the subject of supreme im- 
portance was then. discussed.

The making of new speculative contracts on the 
decline seems to center to a greater extent than 
usual on Steel common. That stock invariably re- 
fiects changes in general speculative sentiment 
mote promptiy and thcroughly than any other issue 
on the list. At the pregent time the peculiar cir- 
circumstances surrounding the markets for Union 
Pacific and Reading and to a lesser degree Amal- 
gamated Copper, the other favorite mediums of 
speculation, obviously discourages sales for the 
Gecline. 

To this reason is attributed the relative heaviness 
of Steel recently. It has been rather noticeable 
that the market for Steel has had to take a lot of 
stock between, say, 634 and 65, and perhaps a 
considerable proportion of this has represerited the 
activities of the short interest encouraged by dis- 
appointment over the failure of segregation rumors 
and the like to materialize.

In remarking upon the stability shown by prices 
after the midsummer rise attention is directed 
to one possible source, of underlying strength 
which is often lost sight of. Besides the fiuctuat- 
ing short account of day to day description, or 
at least of the character which has no very 
deep roots, there is the ‘‘ sleeping short interest "’ 
to be reckoned with. These long range com- 
mitments on the short side correspond with the 
transactions of the class of speculators who at- 
tempt to foresee broad periods of advancing prices 
and who disregard the minor fluctuations, 

Of course speculators of this type also some- 
times overstay their market. A stock like Steel 
common with a wide market attracts people who 
like to “ sell short for investment,”’ as the say- 
ing goes. These people are men of meahs who 
are willing to wait many months for their profits 
and are not to be frightened from their position 
even by such a recovery as that which haé taken 
place in SteeRsince June: On the recovery from 
the 1907 slump it was only after a tremendous

Now as a result of 
the tremendous amount of financing done recently 
Canada finds that she has to go ‘‘ shopping ground ”’ 
to find a market for her best securities.

To some extent the current relative ease in money 
rates at this center and the idle car statistics ex- 
At least both have a common 
explanation in the smaller volume of trade in the 
country as compared with a year ago.

LAKE POLLUTION 


American-Canadian Commis- 
sion Says Federal Control 
Is Best Remedy. 


INCLUDES BORDER RIVERS 


Practice of Dumping Ballast 
Water Near Ports Seen as 
Health Menace, 


{BY A BTAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—[{Special.]— 
Chicago and other great lakes cities will be 
vitally interested in a recommendation of 
the American-Canadian joint commission for 
control of the question of the pollution of 
interstate and international waterways. 

The situation of Chicago is directly referred 
to in the report, because in spite of the con- 
struction of the drainage canal, which was 
designed to prevent the pollution of Lake 
Michigan, the water still is contaminated by 
sewage from Indiana towns. The city and 
the state of Illinois cannot deal with the sub- 
ject and only the federal government can 
exercise that control which the joint com- 
mission deems essential. 

The investigation of the question of the 
pollution of international waters was taken 
up by the joint commission in accordance 
with article VIII. of the treay of 1900 be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain. 


Limit on Water Usage. 

This article prescribed the various uses for 
the international waters and said “no use 
shall be permitted which tends materially 
to conflict with or restrain any other use 
which is given preference over it in this 
order of precedence: 

Uses for domestic and sanitary pur- 
poses. 

Uses for navigation, including the serv- 
ice of canals for the purposes of naviga- 
tion. 

Uses for power and for irrigation pur- 
poses. 

The sanitary condition of the waters of the 
great lakes and of streams flowing from 
the United States to Canada, or vice versa, 
arose as one of the first subjects of consid- 
eration by the joint commission. A com- 
rrittee consisting of Frank 8S. Streeter, one 
of the American members of the commis- 
sion, and Henry A. Powell, K. C., one of the 
Canadian members, was created to make the 
ir.vestigation. 

Because of the desire of President Wilsor 
tc place a Democrat, former Senator Otadiah 
Gardner of Maine, in the office held by 
Streeter, the latter was unable to complete 
the investigation in codperation with Mr. 
Powell. In order that the work he and the 
Canadian member have done may not be lost, 
and believing that sufficient facts have been 
developed to warrant certain conclusions, a 
preliminary report has been prepared. 

Study of Five Waterways. 

The committee's inquiry up to date has 
been confined to five waterways: 

Niagara river; Detroit river, and connect- 
ing waterways from Lake Huron to Lake 
Erie: St. Mary’s river; St. Lawrence river, 
from Lake Ontario to a point whtre it de- 
parts from the boundary; @ portion of the 
St. John’s river. 

Somewhat cursory attention also was 
given by the committee to the pollution in 
the great lakes, but the present report mere- 
ly suggests that the subject is so vast that 
it will require special attention. It is par- 
ticularly pointed out, however, that there 
is danger in the practice in vogue on many 
lake vessels ‘‘ which take on a gregter or 
less amount of ballast water and discharge 
the same just before entering the port. of 
destination. In such cases a vessel might 
discharge a large amount of dangerously pol- 
luted water in the otherwise uncontaminated 
waters of a harbor, near enough to the in- 
take of the city water supply to cause great 
damage.”’ 


State Control Too Narrow. 
Mr. Streeter lays great stress, in his supple- 
mentary report, to the necessity for federal 
contra] over both interstate and international 
waterways, and in this he has the support of 
many American experts of state health de- 
partments with whom he has consulted. 

“‘ After conferences with officials of health 
departments of various states, and others,”’ 
he says, ‘‘I am led to believe that in the case 
of one state, which seriously endangers 
the health of the citizens of another state, 
an efficient remedy can be furnished only 
by federal control of the subject, and I 
venture the opinion that congressional action 
may wisely be taken to provide for such fed- 
eral control in the interests of public health.”
